39. (Withdrawn; Currently Amended) A method for the treatment and/or 
prophylaxis of a condition in a subject, which condition is hypersensitivity to a grass pollen of 
the subfamily Pooidae characterised by an aberrant, unwanted or otherwise inappropriate 
immune response to Lol p 1 and/or Lol p 5 , said method comprising administering to said 
subject an effective amount of a peptide according to claim 19 1 or 2 for a time and under 
conditions sufficient to treat remove or reduce the hypersensitivity presence or function of T 
cells directed to said Lol p 1 and/or Lol p 5 or a functional homolog thereof .

&, said method comprising screening for Lol p 1 and/or Lol p 5 reactive T cells and/or antibodies 
utilising the peptides according to claim 19 1 or 2 . 

47. (Withdrawn; Currently Amended) The method according to claim 46 wherein 
said condition is hypersensitivity to a grass pollen of the subfamily Pooideae and even more 
preferably Rye grass or Timothy grass pollen. 

48. (Currently Amended) A diagnostic kit for use in diagnosing or monitoring a 
condition in a mammal, which condition is hypersensitivity to a grass pollen of the subfamily 
Pooidae characterised by an aberrant, unwanted or inappropriate response to Lol p 1 and/or Lol p 

wherein said kit comprises a peptide according to claim 19 claims 1 or 2 .
